PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


, Vegetables For Children. 

This is the time of year to cul- 
tivate a child's taste for fresh 
vegetables, ‘which give needed 
variety of food and furnish acids 
and salts that are essential to the 
proper balancing of the diet. 

After the third year, authorities 
say, a child may safely eat any 
fresh vegetable, provided it is 
thoroughly cooked, A good rule 
for the proper preparation of 
vegetables for children is to have 
them so well cooked that they 
can be easily mashed with a 
fork, 

Green vegetables intended for 
children are especially recom- 
mended when in the form of a 
puree, the thoroughly boiled veg- 
etable being pressed through a 
sieve, Such purees sérve a good 
purpose as the foundation for 
a portion of meat, fish or poultry. 
They may also be thinned with 
hot milk or equal parts of milk 
and water and used as a soup.

The 
sixteen states ase; California, Colora- 
do, Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Oblo; Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Dakota, Utab, Washing- 
ton. i 

The two states in which laws exist 
coveting certain communities are Mis- 
souri and Wisconsin, the Missouri law 
covering St. Louls and Kansas City 
and the Wisconsin law covering Mil- 
waukee. : 

In addition, mothers’ pension laws 

exist in Australia (Victoria) and iv 
New Zealand. : 
* As a rule, the lays limit pensions 
to mothers of children under a certain 
age, varying from fourteen to eighteen 
years.

SNAKES OF LOUISIANA 
————— ‘ 
Scientists Declare Them Harmless, 

Though to Negroes They are a 

Terror 

Louisiana, and Avery's Island ‘In 
particular, produces the largest water 
snakes found on the American conti- 
trent, and is the home of the noted 
horn snake, the dread of the planta- 
tion darky, and the theme of his most 
wonderful tales. : ¢ 

As & result of the ‘find’ by sclen- 
tists, the New York Zoological Gard- 
ens have sent to H. A. McInhenny for 
a number of the water snakes for ex- 
hibition in. thelr snake department, 
and Mr. Mellhenny is going to send 
them, a slagniappe, a good sample of 
the horn snake, which he caught while 
projecting around for the water 
snakes. 

Just why the water snakes should 
grow to the immense size that they 
do in this particular locality is a mys- 
téry, and grow they do, as specimens 
four feet and over in le: and from 
three to four inches in diameter have 
been captured for the New York Zoo, 
They are non-venomous and subsist 
mostly on fish and the young birds 
which have fallen out of nests and 
into or:near the water. Great slug- 
gish things they appear while lying 
asleep in the sun on the mud banks 
near the water's edge, but let them 
get into the water and afte: the min- 
noWs and small fish which comprise 
their food and their sluggishness dis- 
appears immediately «nd their speed 
and agility are wonderful. 

The horn snake has for years been 
the subject of legends galore among 
the members of the negro race, es- 
pecially in the south, and by these 
people it is invested with an amount 
of wonderful and terrible qualities 
that make it feared above all other 
varieties. Imagination is necessary 
to furnish even the slightest founda- 
tion for many of these stories. 
Growing to immense size, according 
to the folk lore, the horn snake car- 
ries destruction to man, beast or veg- 
etation that it strikes with the horn 
it carries at the end of its tail, and 
according to the negroes will some- 
times kill even’ grown trees when it 
becomes angered by stinging them. 
The tree stung is said to wither and 
‘die immediately after the deadly wea- 
pon has entered ‘its bark, 

It is presumed also that the horn 
snake has had a great deal to do with 
the fantastic tales of the hoop snake 
of the darkies, which is said to take 
its tail in its me -th and roll. downhill 
or along the ground toward the. object 
of its attack, and upon reaching it to 
unwind suddenly and strike -with the 
sting at the end of its tail. 

In reality ti » horn snake is a very 
ordinary looking reptile, the average 
being from 2 to 2 1-¥ feet in length, of 
a dark brown or bronze color on the 
pack, and with the underside striped 
with red, like that of the red-banded 
water snake. The head is rounded 
and lacks entirely the ‘arrowhead 
shape possessed by nearly all of the 
venomous snakes, The body is rath- 
er slender, and its tail terminates in 
a sharply pointed sting or horn of dark

Brigandace In Northern Manchuria 
Commercial conditions in North 
Manchuria during the year 1912, have 
been far from satisfactory, says Mr. 
Mr. A, B. Eastes, the ish Acting 
Consul at Harbin, in his report for 
1912. Even at this great distance from 
the centres of the Chineso revolution 
which broke out in the autumn of 
1911, he says, its effects have been 
manifested in. lessening the already 
sufficiently vague.and shadowy at- 
thority exercised by Chinese official- 
dom over the population. ‘ 
A direct incentive was thus given 
to lawless acts of brigandage, and 


large numbers swelled the ranks of 
the redoubtable Hunghutzu or red 
beards who infested the countryside 
and made a prosperous livelihood by 
means of rapine and the holding for 
ransom of p.rsons and property. Such 
terror cid these men exercise that car- 
riers refused to face the risk of the 
road unless very highly paid, and the 
prices commanded for t-e hire of their 
services and vehicles rose to one hun- 
dred and fifty per cent. In excess of 
the nominal. fguro. 
The natural result was that far 
smaller quantities of cereals were'cb- 
tainable than had beea ‘anticipated, 
and the local prices rose to an almost 
prohibitive scale—from $15 to $20 
per ton; fajlures wete no: infrequent, 
end the rigre substantial merchants 
were in many cases only able to load: 
the: vessels’ chartered to fulfil their 
forward contracts at a serious loss. 
Instead of the anticipated large -in- 
crease in the exports of soya beans 
during the year 1912, for the haulage 
of which the Chinese Hastern Railway 
had made elaborate preparations, the 
value of exports of ‘his commodity 
was actually only some 77 per cent. 
of the figures reached in 1911. 

Prior to the end of 1912 tha Chinese 
took na-steps to cope with the state

The man who steps aside 
for a conductor or any official that is 
pursuing his duty ts the well bred inan, 
He does not stop to think of his own 
social position, but follows the proper 
instincts of propriety and- politeness 
by not bindering the person who is 
about his business.

nize him. If by any chance she fails 
to do this a man may quickly see that. 
it is not intentional, and he should not 
take offense. In meeting it is consid- 
ered better form to turn and walk, If 
but a few steps, with a friend in the 
direction be or she is going ratber than 
to stand where the sidewalk may be 
obstructed.
